of way. He was picked up in an un- 
conscious condition and rushed to St. 
tichael's hespital, where it waa found

ace and bead 'were badly cut and 
his right hand and forearm cut arid 
braised.

Autoutsoile Wrecked

The automobile is almost a total 


wreck. 
Parts of the machine were 


1 hurled ahead of the train for 50 feet. 
The* hood of the car was found lying 
on the ground 10 feet past where 


i Barker fell and a tire from a rear 
wheel struck the ground a few inches 
away from him. Train No. 12 is re- 
ported to have been going upwards of 
80 miles an hour when the crasn 
came. 


Tried to Stop Car 


Mr. Barker was driving south on 


St Louis avenue. He had gone to 
the vicinity of the stone quarry to 
pick up wooden crates for insulators 
which had been unpacked near there 
by a crew of men at work on the Ste- 
vens Point-Wisconsin Rapids power 
Hne of the Consolidated Water Power 
* Paper company. It is known that 
Mr. Barker must have heard No. 12 
approaching the crossing aa marks in 
the road beginning at a distance of 
nearly 30 feet back from the tracks 
show where his car skidded when he 
applied the brakes. 


Tried to Steer Away 


So far as known Tuesday afternoon 


there were no witnesses to the acci- 
dent It is believed that the driver of 
the machine, finally realizing that he 
was unable to atop his car. turned it 
suddenly to the left in a final desper- 
ate attempt to avoid tte crash. This 
la indicated by the nature of the dam- 
age* to the machine and the way In 
which it waa thrown. 


The two right hand wheels wen 


broken off at the hubs and the right 
aide of the body of the car staved in 
and dented.

held that there waa no evidence of 
suoh gross carelessness or negli- 
gence on Graham's part which ren- 
dered him liable for damages. Baa- 
Ing his decision on the counter claim 
on two decisions by the state supreme 
court. Judge Owen held that Mr. Gra- 
ham could not recover because he 
was guilty of such a want of ordinary 
care as to constitute contributory 
negligence as a matter of law.

OF WHOM DIES, IU T

Fayettevllle. North Carolina. April 


24—The trial In the courts of North 
Carolina of persons charged with 
murder are in some respects so dif- 
ferent and so much more formal than 
in the courts of Wisconsin that a 
brief outline of a trial that recently 
took place in this thriving little 
southern city, which has a population 
of approximately 11,000, of 
which 


about 30 per cent are negroes, may 
be cf interest to Journal readers. 


About four months ago a young sol- 


dier named Thomas C. Clayton, who 
had been on duty at Camp Bragg, 10 
miles from here, was discharged from 
the urmy, and went east. When at 
Bragg he became acquainted with a 
young lady whose parents live here 
and it is understood that they were 
engaged to be married. Clayton re- 
turned from the east and called upon 
the girl at her home. 
The father, 


however, objected to the young man 
and forbade him coming to the house. 
As a result Clayton is alleged to have 
made serious threats against the 
father, whereupon the latter swore 
out a warrant for his arrest and it 
was placed in the bands of two dep- 
uty sheriffs for service. They found 
Clayton on one of the streets of this 
city and read the warrant to him, 
but, when one of the officers, nam^d 
Blue, put bis hand on Clayton's 
shoulder the young man drew a re- 
volver and shot him. Blue fell to 
the ground and the other officer grap- 
pled with Clayton and was also shot. 
However, during the scuffle between 
Clayton and the offcer, Blue raised on 
his elbow and shot Clayton twice. 
Blue died a few hours later, but the 
other two recovered and the indict- 
ment of Clayton by the grand jury 
for murder followed. 


Clartou Placed OB Trial 


ff Last week a special term of court 
which corresponds to our circuit 
courts in Wisconsin, was held here 
to clear up a number of criminal 
cases. Including the one against Clay- 
ton. In North Carolina the crime of 
murder is punishable with death by 
hanging and the laws prescribe cer- 
tain formalities that must be followed 
In the courts when persona are put 
on trial for their lives. These were 
followed in the Clayton case, as in 
all others of a like nature. These 
courts have at least one officer that 
we do not have in Wisconsin, the 
court crier, whose duty it is to make 
certain proclamations. Some of these 
proclamations and other formalities, 
not heard or seen in Wisconsin courts 
follow: 


Opening of Court 


The presiding Judge having entered 


the court room and nssumcd the 
bench, the crier makes the following 
proclamation: 


"O yes. O yes. O yes. This hon- 


orable court of the county of Cum- 
berland has now assumed its sittings 
save the state and this honorable 
court." 


ArralgiisMut of the Prhouer 


Court 'Crier: "O yes. 
O yes. O 


yes. All persons will keep silence, 
for this honorable court Is about to 
proceed to the pleas of the state, and 
the arraignment of Thomas C. Clay- 
ton, the prisoner at the bar, upon his 


lawyer, and murder, riot the prlHon- 
er. who finally determines whether or 
not ho "liken" the Juror. 


Verdict la CMM 


A jury having agreed and re-en- 


tered the court room, the clerk Hays: 
"Gentlemen of the jury, answer to 
your tinmen. Have you all agreed up- 
on your verdict? Who mhall speak 
for 
you? The jurors. "Our fore- 


man" giving his name. The clerk 
then addresses the prisoner, calling 
him by name, aa follows: "Hold up 
your right hand." Then to the jury: 
"Gentlemen of the jury, look upon 
the prisoner; in he guilty of the fel- 
ony <>nd (murder) whereof he ftanda 
indicted. or not guilty?" The fore- 
man then announce* the verdict. 


When the verdict of the jury is 


guilty of murder In the first degree 
and ready to be passed to the judge, 
the crier makes the following proc- 
lamation : 


"O yes. O yes. O yen. All per- 


sona are commanded to keep silence 
while judgment is given against the 
prisoner at the bar, upon pain ot 
Imprisonment." The clerk then says 


"You remember that 
have been indicted 


to the prisoner: 
before this you 
for this'felony by you done and com- 
mUted. you have been arraigned and 
pleaded not guilty, and for your trial 
you have put yourself upon God and 
your country, which country have 
found you guilty. What can you now 
say for your self, why, according to 
the verdict passed against you, you 
should not have judgment to die? 
What say you," addressing the pris- 
oner by name. 


If a witness is absent when his 


name is called the court crier makes 
the following proclamation: "O yea. 
0 yes. O yes. John Jones. John 
Jones, John Jones, (or whatev/* the 
name may be,) come into court this 
day as you have been subpoenaed to 
do, or you will be fined." 


Ofaker lu Charge of Jury 


The officer In charge of the Jury 


In a murder case is required to take 
the following oath: "Yon swear (or 
affirm) that you will keep every per- 
son, sworn of this Jury, together In 
some private or convenient place, 
without meat or drink, (water ex- 
cepted.) You shall not Buffer any 
person to speak to them, neither shall 
yon speak to them yourself, unless It 
be to ask them whether they-have 
agreed In their verdict, but with 
leave of the court." 


AH persons, in taking an -oath In 


court, kiss the bible, one that I sup* 
pose Is meant when jurors are called 
to "the book" to be sworn. 


In the case of Thomas C. Clayton 


the jury returned a verdict ot guilty 
of murder In the second degree, and 
the judge, remarking that "all the 
world love* a lover," sentenced him 
to the penitentiary at Raleigh for a 
term of twenty years. That Clayton 
shot both officers, one of whom died 
from his wounds, was not denied, but 
it was claimed at the trial that there 
were extenuating circumstances, but 
these would be of no interest to your 
readers.

about two and a half miles from u» 
own home, shortly before 8 o'clock 
Sunday evening jto attend a party, at 
Whkh a crowd of men and women of 
the community were present. "It was 
in the house when Novicki came fa 
and told me if I Wanted to fight I 
should come outside," said Stanchik. 
"I went outside and Novicki said 
'come on if you want to fight' I 
stepped toward him and he pulled a 
revolver and fired. 
As soon as he 


saw that he had shot me he ran." 


When Stanchik was told that there 


was a.rumor current that he was shot 
as the result of A moonshine brawl he 
denied it. "I had only got to Gussal's 
10 or 15 minutes before and had not 
had anything to drink." He said that 
Novicki might have been drinking, 
but he didn't know for sore. 


Stanchik could give: no reason Why

the Young Emergency Tariff Bill im- 
posing temporary duties On agricul- 
tural products. 


This bill is MenticaJ With the Ford- 


ney Bfll which turned both the Bouse 
end Senate it the last s*s*ioti of Con- 
gr«|8.mMth the additions of .the antl- 
dUtapiag provisions and the depreci- 
ated currency provisions, Itmitinf ctir- 
reltcy to «6 i-3 er cent. At this Writ- 
ing the bill IS in the Senate and is 
expected to become a law before the 
end of the month. • 


Although this legislation is urged 


on behalf of the farmers of the coun- 
try, 
it Is doubtful if the placing of a 


temporary embargo against imports 
at this time will remedy the condi- 
tions complained of. Measures of this 
character can only produce results 
which, in the end, will prove uneco- 
nomic and unsound and will not reach 
the fundamental cause of the present 
unfortunate plight In which the far- 
mer is now placed in respect of his 
unsold products. 


Actual reitf of the present condi- 


tions can come only through the cre- 
ation of new markets and outlets for 
the products of the farmer and not la 
artificially increasing tto prices of 
goods entering Into domestnc consump- 
tion. This result can b« accomplished 
best by opening up our foreign mar- 
kets to take over our surplus supplies. 


The enactment of such a tariff bill

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


MEMBERS CALLED UPON TO 


TAKE A STAND WHEN INTER 


EST LAGS AND FUNDS 


ARE INSUFFICIENT 


Wausau business men. confronted 


with the issue of either 
supporting 


their Chamber of Commerce 
in a 


whole-hearted manner or letting it 
go out of existence, have decided to 
put the organization on its feet and 
back it in every way possible. The 
story of the renewed interest taken in 
the organization appears in the Wau- 
sau'Record Herald as follows: 


"That the chamber of commerce is 


a necessity and should continue in its 
functions in this city was the unani- 
mous expression of those present at 
the public meeting in the city hall 
last evening to determine whether or 
not the chamber of commerce shall be 
continued in the city, about seventy- 
five being present. 


"A vote of confidence was given 


the officers 
for their painstaking 


work in conducting the affairs of tbe 
organization, and a motion prevailed 
that the executive 
committee and 


board of directors should secure an- 
other secretary to succeed W. R. 
Chellis, who has tendered his resig- 
nation, the salary to be fixed as the 
boards deem best in their judgment. 


"Dr. Joseph F. Smith, president of 


the chamber of commerce, called the 
meeting to order. He stated that the 
executive committee had 'concluded 
after a number of sessions that the 
chamber of commerce could not con- 
tinue without more support, morally 
and financially, from its 
members. 


The organization was also greatly 
handicapped by criticism. 
He said 


three possibilities! confronted the peo- 
ple on the question: First, that the 
chamber of commerce is not suffici- 
ently Important to continue; second. 
to continue the organisation as it has 
been conducted on small fund?, etc.. 
and third, to undertake broader and 
bigirer tilings, which will mean an <•* 
penditure of more money. 


MThe speaker stated that there are 


357 members in the 
organization, 


paying various sums ranging from 
fifty cents to 110 a month as dues, 
netting the 
organization 
$.^88 a 


month. The expenses are $516.83. 
which leaves a balance of $71 83 to 
do business on each month. He said 
it was a ridiculously low amount, and 
it not large enough for a successful 
organization. 


A. H. Zimmerman was the first 


speaker to suggest that it would be 
best to have an outside man as sec- 
retary of the chamber of commerce, 
citing as an illustration the progress 
made in Stevens Point, which secured 
a stranger to head its organization. 
L .C..Leak urged that a drive for 
more members shovU be instituted, 
declaring that the more interested the 
greater the boosting power.

The allies, tinder the decision reach 


ed in Paris iu January, demanded that 
Germany pay 220,000,000,000

marks, or approximately $30,500,000,- 
<HK), the payment* to lit- spread over a 
lieriod of forty-two years. Germany's 
exports, in addition, would Itear an ex- 
l»ort duty of 12 per cent, to go to the 
allies for an identical period. 


In the German counter 
proposals 


submitted in London on March 1, Dr. 
Walter Simons, the German foreign 
minister, offered what the allied ex- 
IMjrts estimated to amount to approxi- 
mately $12,500,000,000, of which, Ger- 
many claimed, $5,000,000,000 bad al- 
ready been paid. This offer was coup- 
led with the conditions that upper Si- 
lesia should remain German. 


Looks Fair to Is 


Washington, April 
20.—Germany's 


new reparations offer bids fair to re- 
cehe favorable consideration by the 
United States government, it was un- 
derstood here today.
